Town Warrant 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Francestown in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Francestown on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for same. 

3. To see if the town will elect patrolmen for the New 
Boston road, Turnpike and Bennington road and raise and 
appropriate a sufficient sum of money for the same. 

4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for highways. 

5. To see if the town will vote to accept State aid and 
raise and appropriate a sufficient sum of money to procure 
same. 

6. Toseeif the town will vote to raise sufficient money to 
pay serial note on State road construction. 

7. Toseeif the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to borrow a sufficient sum of money to defray current ex- 
penses in anticipation of taxes. 

8. To raise eleven hundred dollars to pay serial note T5 
when due. 

9. To raise and appropriate sufficient money to pay in- 
terest on borrowed sums. 

10. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial Day. 
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11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
four hundred dollars for the purpose of co-operating with the 
State in the control of White Pine Blister Rust. 

12. To see if the town will raise and appropriate one hun- 
dred dollars for improvement in No. 3 cemetery or take any 
action relating thereto. 

13. To see if the town will vote to approve the following 
by-laws: 

“Plays, games, sports and exhibitions on the Lord’s Day 
are hereby permitted, provided, however, that the games of 
baseball, hockey or football, or any games, sports or exhibi- 
tions of physical skill to which admission is charged or at 
which donations are accepted shall not be held earlier than 
one o’clock in the afternoon, and provided further, that pub- 
lic dancing or horse racing or prize fights shall not be per- 
mitted at any time on the Lord’s Day.”’ 

14. Tosee if the town will approve the following projects: 
(a) The removal, without expense to the town, of the row of 
horsesheds (except the tractor house) provided the approval 
of the private owners is obtained. 

(b) The grading without expense to the town of the ground 
between the sidewalk and the Greenfield road. 


15. To see if the town will vote to exempt from tax for 
the life of the subscribers’ contracts all electric light and 
power lines of over 150 feet in length proposed or built since 
July, 1931, or to tax and remit proportionately to the sub- 
scribers during the lives of their contracts the amount of the 
tax on their respective lines provided construction is started 
on such lines prior to March 1, 1933, and provided also that 
a line at least two miles in length shall be under construction 
by March 1, 1933. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise a sufficient sum 
of money to buy a piano for the Town Hall or take any action 
relating thereto. 

17. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Francestown: 

During the past nine years, current costs in Francestown 
have decreased so that the position of Francestown in point 
of expenditure per $1,000 of equalized valuation is 16 per 
cent less. ; 

Out of 252 school districts in 1923, Francestown stood 
178th. In the past fiscal year, out of 248 school districts 
Francestown stood 125th. It will be noted that there are 
nine districts less in the state. 

Elementary school costs have decreased from $9.33 to 
$8.70. High school tuitions have increased from 62¢ to 
$1.07 because of the greater number of pupils who attend 
secondary schools. 

All other expenses have decreased from 67¢ to 57¢ and 
in spite of the increase in high school tuitions, the School 
Board has been able to secure a total reduction from $10.62 
to $10.34 per $1,000 of equalized valuation. 

Mr. Robert C. Cutter follows worthily in the footsteps of 
former male principals in Francestown. 

The School Board was able to refund $750.00 during the 
present fiscal year, thus causing a decrease in the tax rate 
for the town. It seems probable that for the present fiscal 
year, readjustment of the manner of bookkeeping so that the 
books of the town and the School District can coincide in the 
item payments of tuitions to high schools and academies, in 
so far as the date of payment is considered, will result in 
still further savings to the tax payers. 

The high standards of the school have been maintained 
through the co-operation of parents, pupils, and teachers. 
The superintendent desires to express his appreciation for 
the co-operation he has secured. . 

Finances of the district are in excellent condition due to 
the thoughtful administration by the School Board.
